ciman, urged the value of the budget 
and condemned protection and pro- 
tested against the naval scare, while 
on the Conservative side Austin Cham- 
berlin was the only notgworthy speak. 
er, It is well, indeed, for the Con- 
setvatives that the rank and file are 
fighting with vim and their leaflets 
flood the country and their posters 
cover every boarding, 

The Liberals sare making some cap- 
itul out of Lord Hugh ‘Cecil's admis- 
sion that if the Lords habitually on 
even frequently rejected the budget 
it would disorganize the working of 
the constitution. They praise his in- 
teilectual honesty and ask the elect- 
ors if they ure going to let it rest 
with an hereditary chamber whether 
the government of a country is to be 
thrown into disorder and how often. 

The Conservatives complain of row- 
dyism at their meetings especially in 
London. They declare it is organized 
and blame Lloyd George’s persistently 
violent language for it. 

Peers Still on Stump. 

About 130 speeches will he made by 
the Peers this wek.

M:* Burns, like Mr. McKenna, has 
been hardly on speaking terms with 
Mr. Lloyd George, but he made to- 
night’ a strenuous budget speech in 
Battersea. asserting that money must 
be raised for the pensioning of the vet- 
erans Of industry and scouting the 
idea that burdens of state aid niight 
have been lightened by a contribu- 
tary system, as has been done in 
Germany. 

At Cardiff, Lord Hugh Cecil, a con- 
firned free trader, reinforced Austen 
Chamberlain and about twenty peers 
in pleading jor tariff reform as an 
alternative for socialism. 

Cabinet Changes. 

It is veported that R. B. Haldane. 
how secretary of war, is slated for the 
admiralty in the new Liberal cabinet; 
Reginald McKenna, now first lord oi 
the admiralty, for the war oflice; and 
John Burns for the home se ary- 
ship. 

Predictions as to the outcome of pol- 
ling next month sie less sweeping 
than a fortnight ago. Neither Union- 
ists nor Liberals talk- of overwhelm- 
ing majorities, One of the most rust- 
worthy political prophets puts the 
case this way: “A majority of 50 
either way is an outside figure.” 

Maurice Henry Hewlett, the novel- 
ist, has entered the election fight with 
a two column manifesto addressed to 
the “Workingmen of England,” in 
which, describing himseif as *‘one of 
Mourselves, gaining my livlihood by 
the work of my, ead and hands,” he 
reminds the workers that they form 
the overwhelming majority of the elec. 
torate ana can gain everything they 
want by two strokes of the peneil in 
the polling booth. 

Will Vote Liberal, 

Mr. Hewlett proceeds to state that 
he belongs to neither party, but says 
he intends to vote for a Liberal or 
Labor candidat: First. because the 
House of Lords is a preposterous as- 
sembly which has become dangerous to 
the state and must be abolished in 
faver of an lected body; s@uund, be- 
cause tariff vefonm is the hopeless pol- 
icy of reaction, whose advocacy, by 
Conservatives is due to wishy-washy 
sentimentalism and vile self-interest 
in equal parte 

He denounces protectionism as the 
capitalist’s polids, bocause it makes 
possible the creation of rings, vorners 


and trusts, as he adds: “They have 
them to ther ruin in the United 
States. God keep us fiom such Mis 
ehiei as that.”

Burley Tobacco Society to be Prosecuted 
by U. S. Government. 


Washington, D.C., Jan. 8—The depart- 
ment of justice is soon to begin pro: 
cedings against the Burley Tobacco So- 
ciety to have it declared a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. But civil and crim- 
inal proceedings will be instituted.

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THE WATER QUESTION. 

According to the city engineer we 
have been pumping water into the 
mains at the cost of 11.2 cents per 
thousand gallons. Part of this water 
we have been giving away as con- 
cesaions to industrial concerns and 
the balance we have ‘been selling at 
8.1 cents per 1,000 gallons, or 3 cents 
below cost. This may not. altagether 
explain why there was a deficit in the 
water department, but it puts the op- 
eration Of the department in a maut- 
shel} and shows how the abnormal cost 
of ranning the power plant affected it.

The Portland Ore- 
gonian tells of the resignation of Pro- 
fessor George Severance, o? the agri- 
cultural department of the ‘Washing- 
ton State college.

exemption was supposed to end twenty 
years after the land was set apart by 
survey for the railway, Cayeless word- 
ing gave grounds for the claim that 
it was not to end till twenty years 
aiter the patenting of the land. As 
the railway company would not patent 
the land unti) sok, this would make 
the exc tion perpetual or as long 
as the company saw fit to keep the 
land idis, The question is still before 
the courts, and the decision will be 
©! «eep importance in the develop- 
ment of the West, [f the lands are de- 
clared lable to taxation the company 
will be obliged to make immediate ef- 
forts toward secunng purchasers or 
tenaats, There will be «a demonstra- 
tion of the economic law that a tax on 
land makes it cheaper... The same 
question in a different form is up for 
decision by the people of Birtain. They 
have not been heretoiore as keenly 
alive as the poopie of the Canadéan 
West to the results that may 
achieved by taxation «s a stimulant 
to the productive use of land. But in 
both countries there is a firmly 
grounded impression that the exemp- 
tion of dand ‘: uma fair shave of pub- 
lic burdens ¢ nds toward the stagna- 
tion of industry.

SECORD WINS HIS CASE. 


Tyigmant has been handed down In 
the ease of Samuel Q. O’Brien ve. 
Wallace H. Thomas and James Brace 
Thomas, hy Justice Stuart. These 
two actions were consolidated and 
tried together. The controversy 
arose out of an agreement by O'Brien 
to purchase from Wallace H, Thomas 
and James Bruce Thomas certain 
lands. O’Brien’s action was for re 
cission of the contract on account of 
misrepresentation of a material fact, 
e.g... that there was a road leading 
ovefthe regular road allowance to the 
junds which he had purchased from 
Bruce Thomas for the sake of the 
timber on them. 

The other action was against O’Brien

Justice Stuart refused to grant re- 
cission and dismissed the claim for 
epecific performance.

FOUNDATIONS FOR C.P.R 
BRIDGE THIS WINTER 


F. W. Peters, in Letter to Mayor Lee, 
Indicates That Aim of Company 
is to Have Substructure Complet- 
ed Before ice Goos Out—Details 
of Agréements Have Yet to Be 


Completed. 


A letter réceived by Mayor Lee this 
morning fram. F. W. Peters, of the 
C.P.R., Winnipeg, confirms the pre: 
vious expectation that the foundations 
for the high-level bridge will be plac- 
ed in this winter before the ice breaks 
up in the Saskatchewan. If this 
work is completed before spring it 
is nimost certain that within the 
next year the big structute will be 
ready for use both by the railway and 
the two cities. 

Mr. Peters writes the Mayor urging 
that no time be lost in arranging the 
details in connection with the agree- 
ment, in order that the company may 
be assured of the money grants from 
the city and the governments. 

“Now that the money by-laws have 
been carried,” he writes, “it is neces- 
sary, in order to get the foundations 
of the bridge in before the ice goes 
out, that ao time be lost in conforming 
to the terms of the agreement.” 

Mr. Peters, in his letter, again re- 
cites clause 20 of the agreement, in 
which the city undertakes to provide 
the grant towards the bridge. of 
this total of $586,000, the sum 0 
$100,000 has already been voted by 
the Dominion parliament and $246,000 
from the City of Edmonton, Of the 
remainder, it is understood that $175,- 
000 will be forthcoming from the pro- 
vince of Alberta and the balance may 
be contributed by the City of Strath- 
cona. | Otherwise the cost of the 
traffic section will be curtailed by 
the elimination of one of the sets of 
street car rails. 

The Mayor will at once take up the 
matter of giving satisfactory assur- 
ances to the C.P.R., and in the mean- 
time some definite move towards the 
bridge construction is eagerly looked 
forward to by the residents of both 
cities,
